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UofA challenges 


styrofoam industry

The University administration, 
the Students’ Union and the 
University Hospital should band 
together to demand that the 
styrofoam industry clean up its 
act, said a senior Housing and 


Food official in an interview. 


Tuesday. 

Doug Dawson, _ general 
manager of Food Services, 
believes a campus lobby group 
should be established to put 
pressure on the styrofoam 
industry to help the University 
deal with its huge styrofoam 
disposal problem. 

"Housing and Food makes 
over. 15,000 sales every day. 
When you add that to the 
styrofoam that is being used at 
at the hospital and at Students’ 
Union outlets, that's a lot of 


waste going to the landfills," he 


said. 

- Housing and Food began 
investigating the possibility of 
environmentally-friendly waste 
disposal two years ago after it 
began to receive complaints 
about its continued use of 
styrofoam. 

Since that time, the 
department has looked into 
several alternatives to styrofoam 
such as paper and ceramic 


products. Paper products were . 


rejected because they do not 


._ bio-degrade quickly when buried

in landfills. Ceramic plates and 
cups were also rejected because 
Housing and Food wanted to 
avoid the large-scale use of 
potentially dangerous 


commercial detergents. 

-After — looking -=—at. the 
alternatives, we decided that we 
were not going to. ban the use of 
styrofoam on campus," said 
Dawson. 

Once this decision had been 
made, Housing and Food turned 
its attention to finding a way to 
minimize the environmental 
impact of ‘ts continued use of 
styrofoam. 

"That's why it has to be a 
combined effort between the 
users and the manufacturers,” 
said Dawson. 

Because the U of A cannot 
afford to implement a styrofoam 


recycling program on its own, 


Dawson hopes that a lobly 
group consisting of 
representatives from the three 
largest styrofoam users on 
campus (the administration, the 
SU and the hospital) can be 
established before’ the 
beginning of the next school 
year. : 

If all goes according to 


‘Dawson's -plan, the campus 


lobby group will ask the 
manufacturers to help with the 
collection and transport of used 
styrofoam products. 

Dawson also suggested that 
the lobby group approach the 
federal government to ask that 
they introduce freight subsidies 
for recycled and recylable goods. 

So far, the SU has not 
commited itself to supporting 
the establishment of a campus 
lobby group.

Housing and Foods sells — 
ketchup to battle deficit

Housing and Food Services 
has been charging for 
condiments in the Lister Hall 
cafeteria since last May. 

Doug Dawson, — General 
Manager of Food Services, says 
that this is because there has 
been very serious abuse. 

According to Dawson, an 
example of such abuse is when a 
student takes a handful of 
ketchup for’an order of fries. 

Prices at Lister range from five 
cents each for ketchup and 
mustard to fifteen cents each for 


peanut butter and jam. 

Dawson pointed out that the 
intent of this - policy is to 
eliminate waste and recover 
costs, not to make money. 

With a current deficit of $1.25 
million, Housing and Food 
Services would have to sell 25 
million packets of ketchup in 
order to break even. 

Reaction among Lister 
students is mixed. 

According to Francois 
Bouman, President of the Lister 
Hall Students' Association, this 
policy is not a big concern for 


Native forum attracts crowd

Over 130 people turned out 
Monday night for a forum on 
native rights hosted by the 
University of Alberta New 
Democrats. . 

Bernard Ominayak, Chief of 
the Lubicon Lake Indian Band, 
was one of four speakers who 
addressed ‘the crowd in the 
overflowing lecture theatre on

_ the problems facing native 


people in Canada. 

Ominayak was critical of the 
way the federal government has 
recently handled native issues. 

"The government doesn't have 
the wits or the will to deal with 
the aboriginal people across this 
country... a perfect example of 
which were the events at Oka,” 
said Ominayak. 

He expressed anger over the 
government's decision to send in 
the armed forces during the Oka 
crisis. "I don't see how we as 
Canadian people can put up 
with it,” Ominayak said. 

Ominayak concluded that, "a 
lot of people seem to have forgot 
already what happened there 
(Oka)," 

His sentiments were echoed 
by Bob Hawkesworth, the 


provincial New Democrat native 
affairs critic. 

"Native people want to be a 
part of this country and make a 
contribution," said Hawkesworth. 
He urged- the provincial and 
federal governments to settle 
native land claims and recognize 
the right to aboriginal self- 
government. 

Tom Pocklington, a U of A 
political science professor, told 
the audience that the biggest 
obstacle to native rights was the 
image of equality in Canada. But 
Pocklington supported native 


rights by saying that, "the 


principle of equality before the 
law has. not been treated in 
Canadian law or in practice as 
absolutely sacrosanct.” 

A final speaker, NDP MP 
Robert Skelly said that settling 


native land claims could prove to 
be, "an economic boon for 
Canada." He also noted. the 
importance of setting up and 
effective and impartial land 
claims system. 

All of the speakers urged 
people to become educated on 
native issues. According to 


Ominayak, “education is a part, 


of the overall picture, we need a 
greater understanding between 
native and non-native people to 
come to a common ground.” 
When asked what U of A 
students could do "to assist in 
the struggle for native rights,” 
Ominayak urged students to, 
"notify government and 
politicians that ihgse problems 
cannot be put off arty longer." — 
"This is something that all 
Canadians must be involved in.”

Bouman says’ that some 
students get frustrated because

Campus Rec criticizes SU

The Students’ Union should 
introduce a new room-booking 
policy that gives priority to cam- 
pus groups and long-time users, 
said Campus Recreation coordi- 
nator Tracey David in an interview 
last week. 

David was upset because the 
SU had decided to rent a room in 
the basement of SUB to an off- 
campus group. ; 

This decision would not have 
bothered Campus Recreation if it 
had involved another room — 
but, according to David, the room 
in question has been used by 
Campus Recreation for the last 
three years. 

"If you have a group that has 
been in your facility for the last 
three years... don’t you think you 
would have phoned that group to 
see if they were going to book 
again?” said David. 

The problems began in Sep- 
tember when Campus Recreation 
asked to use the “Blue Room” in 
the basement of SUB for Saturday 
morning classes for children. It 
was at this time that David dis- 
covered that the room had already 
been rented to Kwan’s Tae Kwan 
Do, an off-campus group offering 
self-defense courses for women. 

Dissatisfied with this decision, 
David launched an appeal to the 
SU’s Building Services Board (BSB).

At the Board’s September 27 
meeting (called by the SU a week 
ahead of schedule to address 
Campus Rec’s concerns), David 
argued that Campus Recreation 
should be given priority because 
they are a campus group, and 
because they have more people 
enrolled in their classes. She also 
pointed out that Campus Recre- 
ation’s Saturday morning classes 
offer a valuable service to students 
and staff with children. 

Despite these arguments, the 
BSB upheld the SU’s earlier book- 


‘ing decision. 


According to SU vp internal 
Marc Dumouchel who chairs the 
BSB, the Board could not have 
made any other decision given 
the nature of the existing booking 
policy. 

"It’s generally a first come, first 
serve system,” he said. 

Dumouchelsaid he sympathizes 
with Campus Recreation’s predi- 
cament, but he argued that they 
should have realized that their 
booking was not guaranteed: 

“If they have been booking 


with us for a number of years, 
they should have been aware of 
our policies,” he said. 

Dumouchel also said that the 
Board was influenced by the fact 
that Kwan’s self-defense program 
catered almost exclusively to uni- 
versity students. 

"The Board felt that Kwan’s was 
offering a more direct service to 
students,” he said. 

_ Asaresult of the disagreement, 
Campus Recreation has offered 
to help the SU revise its booking 
procedures. In this regard, David 
believes that the SU could learna 
lot from Campus Recreation. 

"Here at the Van Vliet Centre, 
we have a definite system of 
priority booking... outside groups 
are the last in the pecking order. 
The Students’ Union has to come 
up with some kind of priority 
system, too,” she said. 

In the meantime, Campus Recre- 
ation has moved its children’s

also decided to book early tor 
next semester.

According to SU Housing and 
Transportation commissioner 
Jody Wilson, the U of A should 
continue looking for alternatives 
to styrofoam. 2 

Wilson is concerned that if th 
U of A introduces a styrofoam 
recycling program, students will 
get used to throwing away 
styrofoam goods casually. In her 
opinion this could become a 
problem, especially when 
students go off campus where 
there are no. facilities for 


recycling. 
Wilson is also not convinced 
that a styrofoam recycling 


program will adequately address 


the problem of waste disposal. 
"There's only. so many park 
benches and key chains that you 
can make from recycled 
styrofoam,” she said. 


Despite these objections, 
however, Wilson promised that 
she will give Dawson's 
suggestion serious 


consideration. “I think its time 
we start going back to the 
manufacturers of disposable 
goods and saying ‘you produced 
it, you get rid of it’," she said. 

Representatives from the 
University Hospital could not be 
reached for comment.

“Our biggest fear is that the 
issue will die," said Ben Macedo, 
SU council representative for the 
Faculty of Medicine. 


Both Macedo and Vegesi 
hope that other faculties will get 


McLauchlin, a 1968 graduate 
of the U of A law school, received 
the Horris Harvey Gold Medal 
for the highest marks in law. She 
was appointed to the Supreme 
Court of Canada in 1989. 

Of the relationship between 
the legislature and the court, 
McLauchlin said she sees the 
"beginnings of a constitutional 
convention, which will- resolve 
differences," between the two. 

She predicted that despite the 
new role for the court that 
compels it to strike down certain 
legislation as unconstitutional, 
the relationship between the 
judiciary and the legislature will 
be one based on "Canadian 
tradition of cooperation rather 
than conflict.” 

According to McLauchlin, 
intervention and review are 
viewed as legitimate exercises of 
the Canadian courts, as 
contrasted to the American 
system where antagonism and 
often manipulation prevail. 

McLauclin outlined _ how 
decision-making is a vastly 
different process than the one 
she learned 20 years ago. 

She specified that for the past 
eight years, the complications of 
absence of precedence, the 
open text nature of charter 
language, the necessity of value 
based decisions and an 
"increase in the range of litigable 


involved and support the 
coalition's efforts. Without such 
support they are worried that the 
administration will continue to 
refuse to give concessions. 


"We have faith in the 
Students’ Union, but we have to 
be prepared to do everything we 
can," said Vegesi. 


Changing roles for courts 


issues," have given-the courts 
immense new ‘responsabilities 
and power. 

As a result, the courts 
presently follow the prevailing 
conception of right and wrong. 

"We hope what we lay down is 
a definitive answer," McLauchlin 
said. 

With regard to economic 
legislation that violates rights 
guaranteed by the Charter, 
McLauchlin feels the courts 
should show great deference 
and only offer to correct the 
aspect of the legislation which is 
unconstitutional rather than 
reshape it. 

McLauchlin concluded 
reshaping legislation would 
create even more problems of 
enforcement for the courts.

MENT (D.L.E.) BOARD DECISION 


RE: Request for interpretation of Article XVI of the 
Student’s Union Constitution 


This matter concerns a request submitted to the 
Discipline, Interporetation and Enforcement Board 
pursuant to Bylaw 3500, Section 17, Paragraph (b), 
to render an interpretation of Article XVI of the 
Student’s Union Constitution. this request was 
made in regard to the October 9, 1990 appointment 
of Martin Kennedy as Environment Action Week 
Coordinator. Due to the fact that Mr. Kennedy 
presently serves as a Student’s Councillor from the 
Faculty of Arts, aconcern was raised that hisrecent 
appointment was in conflict with Article XVI 
section 2. Section 2 clearly states that: 


"Subject to Section 3 of this Article, any 
person who holds a position in the Student’s 
Union, either by election.or appointment, 
and who is for the time being a party to any 
subsisting contract or agreement with the 
Student’s Union or who has any interest in any 
such contract or agreement, either directly or 
indirectly, is ineligible to continue to hold 
that position.” 


Yet, Section 3 of Article XVI goes on to say: 


"Section 2 of this Article does not apply to any 
person by reason only: 


a. of the receipt of any honorarium, commis- 
sion or allowance from the Student’s Union 
and approved by the Student’s Council. 


b. of being a non-executive member of any 
registered club of the Student’s Union which 
has any subsisting contract or agreement with 
the Student’s Union. 


c. of sales of goods, merchandise or service to 
the Student’s Union of to persons contracting 
with the Student’s Union and made by a 
dealer in those goods, merchandise or services 
incidental to and in the ordinary course of 
business at competitive prices and provided 
that normal Student’s Union procedures have 
been followed. 


The position of Environment Week Coordinator is 
one in which the financial award, according to 
Student Council Resolution 90-11/8a is “a contrac- 
tual honorarium not to exceed $1450”. The adver- 
tisements for the position similarly stated that the 
position was a non-renewable, honoraria position 
and not a renewable salaried position. In Bylaw 
800 of the Student’s Union Constitution, Honor- 
arium is clearly defined as “a single payment to a 
student as a token of appreciation for service 
rendered to the Student’s Union, but it shall not 
include any fee for services or salary payment”. 
Given this definition, it is clear to the D.1.£. Board 
that the appointment of Martin Kennedy as 
Coordinator of Environment Action Week falls 
within the exclusionary clause of section 3 Article 
XVI. Mr. Kennedy’s position meets both the re- 
quirements-set out in 3.a., namely that it is a 
position where an honorariumis provided and not 
a salariéd position, and that it has been approved 
by Student's Council. Therefore, the Discipline, 
Interpretation, and Enforcement Board finds that 
the appointment of Martin Kennedy as Environ- 
ment Action Week Coordinator is not in conflict 
of section 2. Article XVI.

The University Archives 
and Collections Department was 
disappointed as they had 
combined departments for the 
project and are in need of space 
for their collections.

Miller’s Crossing 

Joel and Ethan Coen, 
“all that important stuff” 
Cineplex Odeon

Joel and Ethan Coen, the creative sibling 
team responsible for both Raising Arizona 
and Blood Simple have fashioned two of 
the most unique entries into the genres of 
comedy and film noir. Now the Coen 
brothers bring their considerable talents 

-to the gangster genre with Miller’s Crossing, 
a film unlike any other gangster film, but 
strongly rooted in the myths of the genre. 

As with their debut film, Blood Simple, 
Miller’s Crossing starts out simply, becom- 
ing increasingly complex to the point 
where one thug’s wisecrack “straight as a 
corkscrew,” is an apt description of the 
plot. It begins with a dispute between two 
bosses Johnny Caspar and Leo O’Bannion, 
who become rivals over the proposed 


death of shyster bookie Bernie Berbaum 


(played with rat-like verve by John Tur- 
turro), who has been cheating Caspar on 
his fixed fights. With own brand of under- 
world philosophy, Caspar sees it as a 


festival happening downtown. 72 videos 
and films written, directed and/or produ- 
ced by women will be viewed by Festival 
goers. The focus this year is on the state of 
Canadian and Australian women’s films 
and a wide representation of challenging, 
provocative and eclectic productions will 
characterize In—Sight ‘90. 

One of the more intriguing presenta- 
tions is Five Feminist Minutes, a fresh 
collection of sixteen five minute films 
directed by female artists from across 
Canada. It’s a cinematic anthology which 
encompasses all film genres (and arguably 
creates some of its own), reflecting chan- 
ging women’s attitudes about society and 


childhood and she wriggles through the 
spaghetti-like mess of self-realization, 
emerging stronger but with a distaste for 


pasta. . 


Filmmaker Elaine Pain documents the 
quiet struggle of the Saskatchewan suffra- 
gette movement in ”A Letter from Violet,” 
dedicated to Violet McNaughton, a Sas- © 
katchewan pioneer instrumental in acqui- 
ring the vote for women in that province. 

”Prowling by Night” is a fascinating ani- 
mated film examining the harassment of 
women in the sex trade - thatis, prostitutes 
- in their crusade to promote safe sex. The 
film is brought to life by the self-portraits

In celebration of its 15th Anniversary, 
Studio D of the National Film Board last 
year invited Canadian women to submit 
film proposals to their offices. A panel of 
jurors awarded sixteen women $10,000 
and five rolls of film to capture what was 
on their minds with respect to feminist 
issues. The goal of th project was to reach 


women outside the media mainstream. 


The result, Five Feminist Minutes, is a 
forum for women’s issues that asserts 
~ "feminism can be fun.” For the uninitiated, 
this film should be a pleasant surprise. 
Each of the segments deals with serious 
themes but they do so with humour and 


compassion. 


"The Escapades of the One Particular 
Mr. Noodle” is a hilariously offbeat comedy 


question of “ethics” that Bernie be rubbed 
out. However, Bernie falls under protection 
because of Leo’s love for the bookie’s 
sister Verna. 

At the center of the story stands Tom 
Reagan, Leo’s realistic and unemotional 
right-hand man. Tom (played by Gabriel 
Byrne) is as cold and hard as the ice in his 
bourbon glass — the film’s opening close- 
up image. A protagonist from the Hammett 
tradition, Tom’s motto “Nobody knows 
anybody that well,” keeps him an isolated 
figure that may be a problem for some 
audience members. 

Miller’s Crossing is full of gangsters that 
crackle with originality and life. The cast is 
a fine collection of character actors - not 
stars - resulting in characters of texture 
and detail: Particularly memorable perfor- 
mances come from Albert Finney. (Leo), 
Jon Polito (Caspar), and newcomer Marcia 
Gay Harden (Verna). 

The real triumph of the Coen brothers 
in this film is on an aesthetic level. This 
stylish film utilizes gorgeous, earth-toned

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Greenaway takes aim at art-film 


Cinematic sarcasm an atypical treat 


The Belly of an Architect 
Peter Greenaway, director 
Princess Theatre 
Thursday, October 18

Peter Greenaway’s latest film The Belly 
of an Architect concludes a limited run at 
the Princess Theatre tonight. Greenaway, 
whose previous film The Cook, The Thief, 
His Wife, Her Lover received critical 
acclaim and public censure for its expo- 
sure of hypocritical social and sexual 
mores, is renowned as one of the better 
and more challenging of the current British 
film directors. His films tend to confront 
middle class assumptions with a provoca- 
tive juxtaposition of the impossible with 
the mundane, startling with an almost 
surreal intensity. His latest film is no excep- 
tion. 

The visual style throughout Belly is a 
kind of heightened high-fashion parody, 
full of vibrant, vivid colours and carefully 
composed formal images, contrived in 
such a way as to subtly reinforce and draw 
attention to the absurd contrivances of the 


film’s plot. 

Brian Dennehy (Presumed Innocent, 
Silverado), known best for his rough-edged 
portrayals of ambivalent or villainous char- 
acters, is outstanding as American archi- 
tect Stanley Kracklite. Kracklite is obsessed 
with the accomplishments of an obscure 
17th century French architect and invests 
all his time, energy and attention to an 
exhibition in Rome in the architect’s 
honour. While in Rome, consumed with 
his obsession, Kracklite is consumed from 
the inside out with a malignant cancer, 
losing control of his body, his exhibition 
and his life. He is betrayed-by his business 
associates, his wife and, in the sense in 
which he becomes aware of his inade- 
quacies through a mid-life crisis, his ambi- 
tions and, of course, his belly. 

All of this would have been enough to 
create a compelling movie. Greenaway, 
however, moves one step beyond the 
conventional art-house exploration and 
parodies even the art-film and the art-film 
audience. Full of heavy-handed visual ref- 
erences to Biblical narrative, classical his- 
tory and the achievements of the above 


mentioned French architect, Greenaway 
lampoons his own cleverness and the 
audience’s penchant to congratulate itself 
for interpreting the most obvious sym- 
bolism as if it were beyond the capacity of 
the uninitiated, the Rambo-philes and the 
Van Damme-lets. The final moments of 
the movie, not to spoil the ending, are 
clearly ridiculous; as Kracklite develops a 
figurative Messiah complex, the absurd 
aspect of his obsession is manifest in a 
grand, and completely stupid, gesture. 
That it must finally be acknowledged as 
ridiculous is indicated by the improbable 
posture, in the most improbable location, 
held by Kracklite at the final credits. 

The film is flawed by a disastrous perfor- 
‘mance from Chloe Webb (Sid and Nancy) 
though the other supporting characters 
are excellent and all in all The Belly of an 
Architect remains an exceptional evening 
of cinematic entertainment, subversive, 
visually stunning and blackly humourous. 
When it leaves this evening it will likely not 
be back for at least a year. Don’t miss it.

This isn’t necessarily a problem. Fluff is 
good. You shouldn't have to exercise your 
critical faculties and your social conscience 
every time you go out. Movies are good 
dope - quick, clean, relatively cheap 
emotional highs and lows.

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Food and Environment in 
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What are the main relationships between the food system and environmental 
problems? In order to answer this question, the food system may be analyzed 
tht ‘ough’ three major stages: food production, food distribution and food 
nsumption. Three Albertans were asked to address these issues from their 
own perspectives. Today, in the second part of the series, Jason Edwards, who 
works at a natural food store in Edmonton, discusses food distribution and 
orraine Green,: trom the Edmonton Board of Health, explains how our 
mption patterns ar affected and i in turn affect the environment.

In terms of the major retailers, 
their distribution system is very 
much geared towards a lot of 
packaging and attracting con- 
sumers attention. The produce 
they sell also looks very good. 
They don't sell any organic pro- 
duce because it may not meet 
their appearance criteria; and 
what they sell creates a lot of 
waste, because most of the 
packaging that is thrown away is 
non-recyclable. 


increasingly subject to "post- 
harvest treatments" contain- 
ing a variety of additives, 
such as fungicides, bacteri- 
cides, colouring agents and 
ripening inhibitors. Most of 
these additives accumulate 
in our bodies over time. 
Sometimes even radiation is 
applied. How bad is the situ- 
ation regarding the food we 
eat in Alberta? Is the use of 
these methods unavoidable? 


Jason Edwards, a journalist for 
more than twenty years, realized 
that there were many issues that 
were not addressed enough, 
such as the quality of food. 
Being a witness to how bad 
lifestyles caused the death of 
people close to him, he became 
aware of the need for proper nu- 
trition. Currently, Edwards works 
in a natural food store in Alberta. 

How is food distributed in 
Alberta? Is there a trend to- 
wards corporate concentra- 

tion in food retailing? 

Yes, the major retailers are 
very large supermarkets, and 
they market on that appearance; 
they are large stores with all 
kinds of little things that people 

- like to see. 

What are the main conse- 
quences for the environment 
of the current distribution 
system?

‘What is the situation with 


packaging in the current 
system? 

We are seeing the results of 
huge amounts of waste. 
Edmonton is in a situation where 


the landfill is close to being filled 


- up. Only now are Edmontonians 


becoming aware that they need 
to try and recycle, something 
that should have been done 
years ago. However, retailers - 
with no major concerns about 
recycling - continue to sell prod- 
ucts that add a lot of packaging. 
Some major retailers are try- 
ing to create the impression that 
they are really concerned about 
recycling. 
major retail firm is telling people 
to bring back their plastic bags 
to be recycled, which is good, but 
what about all the amount of 
waste that is being created by 
the packaging of products on 
their shelves? They haven't even 
scratched the surface by telling 
people to bring back the bags. 
Consumers have to become 
more aware that packaging is 
very expensive and that it takes 
away from. the quality of the 
product. When you spend 


money on packaging you are not 
spending money on the product. 

For preservation and mar- 
keting reasons, produce is 


For example, one © 


Definitely it is avoidable, de- 
pending on the scale. We now 
have mega-stores in the 
province, 70,000 square feet in 
size, that feel they have to have 
produce on their shelves that 
won't spoil to maintain their 
profitability. They are selling 
strictly on appearance - the fruits 
and vegetables look flawless, but 
you have to ask yourself how that 
is possible. It's possible only 
through treatment of these vari- 
ous products to make them look 
good. The consumer must be- 


come aware that you can't buy © 


on appearance; you have to buy 
on the nutritional quality of the 
product. Sometimes organic 
produce doesn't look that good, 
the point is that it is not sprayed. 

But is it possible to main- 
tain the "shelf life" of food 
products for an acceptable 
period of time without using 
preservatives? 

We demonstrated that it is 
possible... When our products 
cannot stay on the shelves, we 
find other uses for them; for ex- 
ample, we use them in our cafe. 
They (the large stores) use a 
large volume of produce, but I'm 
sure that with good controls they 
can maintain the quality of those 
products, even if consumers will 
not see every orange or every 
apple as perfect all the time. At 
this point, apples are waxe< in 
order for them to maintain that 


shiny appearance. This is totally 
unnecessary. 

For every $100 we spend on 
tropical products, the pro- 
ducer countries receive only 
$15. Where do the remain- 
ing $85 go? 

In many third world countries, 
huge multinational corporations 
own large amounts of land. They 
created a type of peasantry out 
there , which is in charge of sup- 
plying most of the raw materials 
that our countries need. Since 
there is very little return to those 
countries, people are main- 
tained at a peasant level. 
Tropical countries may have the 
climate, but don't have the 
wealth that multinational corpo- 
rations have, and therefore they 
have no control. If you look at 
the labels, it is basically the 
same companies that reap the 
huge profits.

Oh, yes. For example, some 
products from the US have nu- 
tritional information on them, 
but the Canadian government 
demands that the information 
be covered in the labeling. 
Essentially the Canadian gov- 
ernment says, "we insist that you 
don't provide the consumer with 
any nutritional information 


about that product." In the state 
of California they provide nutri- 
tional information on produce, 
something that has not even 
been considered here. Canada 
doesn't seem to want to do any- 
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thing in terms of providing that 
information to the consumer. I 
think consumers must start de- 
manding it, saying, "we want to 
know what we are buying; we 
know there's more to this prod- 
uct than how it looks.” 

Is there an alternative to 
the existing food retailing 
system in Alberta? 

The retail business is driven by 
consumers. If we want alterna- 
tives, the consumer must start 
saying, "I don't really need this 
expensive packaging; I need a 
product that is good." In terms 
of processing the consumers 
must become aware about how 
that product is produced. 

But what are the alterna- 
tives that are actually being 


implemented? 
We're definitely seeing 
changes. Farmer markets are a 


lot more popular now than they 
were before. In these markets, 
farmers come to the cities once a 
week to sell the produce, and 
there is absolutely no packaging 
there. People are saying, “We 
don't want the packaging, we just 
want the product. We'll bring 


our bags back here, we'll fill 
them up and we'll pay for “ee 


product. Why should we pay for 
the bags?" We are seeing ae 


change of consciousness and the 
retailers must recognize that. 
Organic products are becoming 
more popular, but for many con- 
sumers are still very expensive, 
and as a result there is not the 
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large market that should be.

Many of our attitudes 
are shaped when we are very 
young and as we grow up we are 
exposed to more and more ad- 
vertising.

pick up a corn dog or a sub for 
lunch. Adults are also influ- 
enced by this type of social pres- 
sure. We all tend to think that 
we are not influenced by adver- 
tising, but we can probably hum 
all sorts of advertising jingles if 
someone asks us to finish the 
line off. We cannot escape ad- 
vertising's influence. 

What about our attitudes 
towards product names, and 
towards no-name products? 

Advertisers work very hard to 
create what is called brand loy- 
alty. You reach for a particular 

“brand, because advertisers have 
created an image of high quality 
associated with that product. It 
may be more difficult to reach 
for a cheaper no-name brand, 
which is just as nutritious. 

In our double role as con- 
sumers and citizens, we face 
a dilemma. As consumers, 
we look for an acceptable 
quality at the cheapest pos- 
sible price. As citizens, we 
want to protect the environ- 
ment. Considering that or- 
ganic food is usually more 
expensive, how so we solve 
the dilemma? 

Like everyone else, I want to 
buy food products which are less 
expensive and good quality. At 
the same time, I want to know 
more about how they are pro- 
duced. Organic farming meth- 
ods are one of the “sustainable 
agriculture" methods that pro- 
tect the environment. But, since 
relatively few producers use 
these methods, and the market 
is still quite small, the products 
tend to be more expensive. 
When I look at a product that is 
in a package, I ask myself, “Is 
that package necessary to ship it 
safely; to protect it from contam- 
ination? Does it really need a 
particular additive to have a 
shelf life? 


itis basically the same

We need as consumers then 
to ask whether or not our system 
really serves us well. Is it possi- 


ble to expect an “ideal” system of 
foods grown without chemicals, 
with high nutritional value, 
safety and quality? We need 
some research to. help us with 
the answers. We need some 
creative input from Government 
and the food industry to meet 
there consumers’ demands. 
Two questions in particular 
seem to be a matter of dis- 
agreement among the gen- 
eral public. The first one re- 
lates to vegetarianism: is a 
meatless diet healthier than 
a diet which includes meat? 
The second question is about 
chemicals: is organic food 
healthier than non-organic 
food? What is the current 
situation of these two de- 
bates among nutritionists? 
Let's talk about vegetarianism 
first. A diet can be healthy 
whether or not it contains animal 
products. A vegetarian diet 
might exclude all animal prod- 
ucts, like dairy products, or it 
may just exclude meats. There 
are substitutes for meat. A com- 


bination of grains and legumes 
provides the same quality of pro- 
tein as is found in animal prod- 
ucts. Itisnot difficult to provide 
a good supply of calcium, if dairy 
products are omitted. The final 
quality of the diet will depend on 
knowing enough about foods to 
choose the right amounts of 
different types, to provide all the 
nutrients we need. You can 
build a healthy vegetarian diet, 
there's no doubt about it. Many 
cultures throughout the world 
exist on this type of diet. 

And what about the second 
debate, the one on organic 
versus non-organic food? 

I don't have an easy yes-no 
answer to this. First of all, do we 
know that the products which are 
labelled organic are in fact or- 
ganic? Currently, the Federal 
Government and the producers 
are trying to reach an agreement 
about what that term actually 
means, so that people who 
choose these products will be 
sure that they meet certain 
standards: no additives, no arti- 
ficial fertilizers .. .and so on. Is it 
healthier? At this point we don't 
have enough information to an- 
swer clearly yes or no. Additives 
and preservatives are screened 
and tested in accordance with 
government regulations. Those 
standards are in place to assure 
the greatest degree of safety that 
testing and current science can 
give, for example, some types of 
preservatives are used to dis- 
courage microbial growth. 

As food consumers, how 
successfully are we applying 
the three. R's of environment 
(reduce, recycle, and reuse). 

To reduce packaging, people: 
are buying more in bulk. We 
can also buy ingredients to make 
products ourselves at home. We 
can avoid buying a foiled pack- 
age if all we get is a few spices to 
make a food base; we can make 
soup base at home with no 
packaging. Cardboard or paper 
packaging can be recycled, if 
there is a recycling program in 
your community. Glass can be 
recycled easier than plastic, but 
some packages can't be either 
recycled or saved to reuse at 
home.

Consumers shouldn't 
forget, regardless where they 
live, they can compost types of 
food waste either on an individ- 
ual or on a neighbourhood basis. 
If a community doesn't have a 
recycling or a composting pro- 
gram, people could become ac- 
tive, working through neigh- 
bourhood group, or even with 
their own school to initiate it. 
They can form a committee, talk 
to the local council, etc. Without 
people asking for a program, 
and without politicians knowing 
that people are willing to partici- 
pate, it may be a lot slower to 
start. 

You are talking about ac- 
tive participation and poli- 
tics. Can consumers do 
something to change the ex- 
isting food system? How 
much power do we have as 
consumers, and how well do 
we use it in Alberta? 

We may believe that much is 
beyond our control, but we can 
have some influence. By learn- 
ing more about food products, 
by asking products, by asking 
questions, you become influen- 
tial , because you educate your- 
self and those around you. 

Is it possible to. have a 
better food consumption in 
Alberta? What are your sug- 
gestions? 

Nutrition contributes to good 
health, and good health helps us 
do what we want to do in life. 
We recommend diets which are 
low in fat, high in fibre, adequate 
and balanced. But we know that 
individual choices are set in a 
larger environment. We are in- 
fluenced by advertising or just 
by the selection of products that 
are available.

The advertisements for Hardware hold 
the ringing endorsement: “Best Science- 
Fiction-Horror Movie of the Year!!!” After 
seeing the movie, | began to wonder if any 
other science-fiction-horror movies had 
been released in the past twelve months. 

lll admit, this was one film that | was 
looking forward to seeing. The TV com- 
mercials and trailers that I’d seen for it 
looked pretty damn cool — imagine my 
surprise. Hardware isa disjointed, cheaply- 
made and unfocused movie that leaves the 
viewer either in a state of confusion and 
bewilderment or enraged at the loss of a 
hard-earned $7.50. It even has the nerve to 
be pretentious, trying to pass itself.off as 
artsy in a few instances. Not even a gra- 
tuitous eye-gouging scene can save this 
movie. 

Set in an apocalyptic post-nuclear strike 
setting (does any of this sound familiar so 
far?), Hardware looks at the — No, forget it 
I’m not going to bore you with the plot 
synopsis.

It all started with Prince. He perfected 
the Minneapolis Stound, an alluring mix of 
funk and rock limited only by the artist’s 
imagination. His Royal Badness then im- 
parted his musical wisdom to his many 
proteges, most notably The Time (a slick 
R&B outfit claiming unfair doses of attitude 
and talent). The band’s rawer edge was 
provided mainly by the fiery guitar solos of 
axeman Jesse Johnson. He began as a solo 
artist'-and producer while creating Jungle 
Love Studios: a place for him to impart 
wisdom to HIS proteges. Enter Kool Skool, 
the newest group aspiring to keep alive 
the funky legacy of the Purple One. 

They definitely falter along the way, 
primarily due to the production work of 
Johnson and Keith Lewis. “My Bed” seems 
like a perfect candidate for a raw groove 
but the band ends up with an over- 
synthesized piece of candy pop. Even 
more disheartening is the intention of the 
producers to make the band sound more 
“accessible” by tring to inject some new 
jack~swing into the rhythms. Neither 
Johnson nor Lewis possesses the magic of a 
Teddy Riley,.and they should have been 
forewarned by the failure of ex-Prince 
sideman Brownmark when he tried the 
same thing on his solo outings. Gabriel 
Acevedo is credited with playing the “tubs” 
but the only backbeat is provided by a 
rather lim drum machine, which doesn’t 
help when you’re going for that hip-hop 
feel. “My Girl” (not a remake) is a perfect 
example. 

The song also features a rap by a brother 
with the moniker, get this, the Prime 
Minister of Love. His style is, for lack of a 
better word, goofy. Even when given half- 
decent lyrics with noble intentions, like 
those in “You Can’t Buy My Love”, the 
P.M. still comes across as wack; almost any 
right thinking rapper would not hesitate to 
impeach him. 

Lyrics are not a strong point with Jesse 
Johnson. They never were on his solo 
albums. He wrote most of this album’s 
tracks, along with his co-producer, and, 
aside from the occassional dead melody, 
the real crime is on the lyric sheet. The 
central theme seems to revolve around 
wanting to DO IT with a girl who has 
“more cakes than a bakery” (also from “My 
Girl”). 

Given this type of material, it’s no surprise 
that Dion Craig’s lead vocals rarely surpass 
a soulless, menthol-flavoured rasp. His 
punctuated “owws” are a far cry from 
the “nuclear soul” of James Brown. How- 
ever, Craig does occasionally work out 
some expression, as on “Mercy Me”. 

This tune also proves one positive point 
about Kool Skool: they can turn out trade- 

~ mark Minneapolis pop-funk as well as the 
next band. Keyboardist Bryan Tate expertly 
provides the obligatory jazz fills and synth 
-horn lines (a la Jimmy Jam). Guitarist Dee 
Dee James sounds like Jesse Johnson’s 
little brother, the way he switches from 
funky rhythm guitar to fierce rock solos to 
light countermelodies. Considering that 


the drumming is basically nonexistent, 
bassist Edgar Hinton does an admirable 
job in holding down that all-too important 
bottom end. Putit all together and you get 
“Do You Really Want Me?”, a pleasant 
exercise in the Minneapolis sound that is 
bolstered by lyrics that actually have the 
aforementioned girl RESPONDING to our 
friend’s need for a “physical thing”. 

In terms of musicianship, this band has 
graduated. But their music is missing that 
valuable ingredient inherent in all good 
works of art: passion — which is something 
you can’t learn in school.

Well, hipsters, Queen Latifah, the reign- 
ing monarch of rap, has released yet more 
singles from her immensely popular “All 
Hail the Queen” album. This EP contains 
two of these singles: “Mama Gave Birth to 
the Soul Children” and “Latifah’s Law”; the 
first cut contains vocals by psychedelic 
rappers De La Soul (made up of Public 
Speaker Posdnuos, co-Public Speaker 
Trugoy the Dove, and PA.A. Pase Master 


_ Mase — dig those names, huh?). As do 


most of the other songs on Queen Latifah’s 
(her name is actually the more mundane 
Dana Owens) album, these two tracks 
emphasize feminism, black pride and 
African consciousness, something the 
Queen feels is very important. 

She even refuses to wear gold that 
comes from South Africa, a temptation 
most other rappers find too strong to 
resist. (I’ve often wondered if those gold- 
festooned popinjays even care about where 
their jewelry comes from.) 

All in all, Latifah’s grooves aren’t half 
bad. As with most rap music, the melodies 
take second place to the vocals, but at least 
her music isn’t reduced to merely arhythm 
machine and some scratched records. | 
would rate this EP a cut above most of its 
peers, rap fans.

To describe this album as beautiful would 
be an understatement. Once again Liver- 
pool has produced a band that stands out. 
A group which offers such quality in terms 
of songwriting and musicianship is rare, 
but the River City People offer just that— 
sensitive lyrics, beautiful melodies and 
pristine vocals; these Liverpudlians make 
matchless music. 

Made up of brothers Tim (guitars) and 
Paul (drums) Speed, David Snell (bass) and 
Siobhan Maher (vocals), this band took 
only two months from the time of its first 


gigs in Liverpool to sign up with a major 
record label, EMI. With producer Don 
Gehman (with John Cougar Mellencamp, 
REM, and Tom Cochrane to his credit) 
they released “Say Something Good”, 
their debut album earlier this year, to wide 
critical acclaim and commercial success in 
Britain. 

Lyrically, this album is strong. Every song 
has a strong message, from the social 
("Thirsty” and “I'm Still Waiting” deal with 
hunger and poverty, social justice means a 
lot to the band) to the more. personal 
(“Walking on Ice” deals with loving and 
trusting). However, all the songs’ lyrics are 
subtle and sensitive; their premises are 
gentle yet still touch deeply. The melodies 
are tender and inviting, but the band is not 
ballad oriented—their style is guitar orient- 


ed rock. Energetic but not abrasive rock 
and roll, combined with the lovely vocals — 
of Siobhan Maher (this siren elicits tears 
every time she sings) makes this band 
special. !

Bears will 
sorely miss both defencemen for 
their mobility and experience. 

The Bears could have been 
decimated on “D”, but Moores

Gord Thibodeau, and Guy Para- 
dis all returned to the Bears den. 

At first, Canada West Second 
Team All-Star lan Herbers’ return 
to the fold was threatened by a 
chance to turn pro with a different 
den of Bears - the Hershey Bears 
who are the number one farm 


team of the Philadelphia Flyers. 
Herbers, who had 29 points in 28 
regular season games in 1989-90, 
opted to return to the U of A for 
at least another season. Moores 
said, “lan Herbers coming back is 
abig plus.” Moores, obviously, is a 
master of understatement, for 
when 1990-91 is over Herbers will 
be a First Team Canada West 
All-Star. 

The return of both Thibodeau 
and Paradis will also aid the Bears 
immensely. The courageous Thi- 


bodeau continues to battle Hodg- 


kin’s Disease while Paradis re- 
covers from off-season knee 
surgery. 

Rounding out the veteran corps 
of the bears defence is former 
Boston draft choice Garth Premak, 
the skilled Serge Lajoie, and feisty, 
character swing-man Stan Marple. 

Three rookies will seek icetime 
as well: Mike Moore, Cory Cross, 
and Rick Parranto. Team members 
did feel remorse when James 
Schnepper lost a battle with the 
numbers game. — 

"The size of the defence, with 
these young guys coming in, is a 
little bigger than in years before.

The only significant loss from 
last season is Al Tarasuk’s decision 
not to return to the team. The 
Bears will miss the big winger, not 
only for his size, but also for his 
outstanding individual skill. Tara- 
suk was dominating in last season’s 
Canada West Final against Calgary. 

Three other forwards do not 

return from the 1989-90 team. 
Former ACAC scoring champ, and 
Red Deer College Athlete of the 
Year, Dan Baker was not asked 
back after never seemingly being 
able to find a role last season. 
Jason Rankin, who like Baker has 
outstanding skills, is applying his 
expertise to the Fort Saskatchewan 
Traders of the AJHL. And, Brian 
Gerrits has gone back to Saskat- 
chewan for financial reasons. 
_ The strength of team up front 
remains intact, “We've basically 
got a number of guys who have 
established themselves as the core 
of the team.

Marty Yewchuk will also be a 
key contributor. Despite only 
playing 20 regular season games 
in 1989/90 Yewchuk finished 
second on the team in scoring 
with 15 goals.

Before 
you skip on to other athletics, 
however, breathe a sigh of relief 
and :lax because this isn’t going 
to be a bashing session condemn- 
ing all males for dominating the 
world of sport. After all, half of my 
favourite people are male. 

Actually, | am quite impressed 
by increased enthusiasm for 
women in sport, both in fan sup- 
port and media representation. | 
have recently returned to campus 


after a year away and have noticed 
a slight but encouraging change 
in the attitude about female ath- 
letics, reporters and participation 
in general. 

General knowledge and inter- 
est among students regarding 
female university teams, their 
players and standings doesn’t 
seem to be.as low as it was a few 
years ago. Now a good majority 
of people recognize the names 
Suzi Smith and Tracy Cook almost 
as readily as they do Jim Donlevy 
and Doug McCarthy. Ok, a major- 
ity of people might be optimistic, 
but the names and faces of our 
female athletics are no longer un- 
known entities. .

Women’s teams are still 
lacking in representation, funding 
and appreciation; a fairly sorry 
state for the showmanship and 
entertainment they work for and 
provide. 

But as long as there is a percep- 
tible improvement regularly, Ill 
be satisfied.

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BUREAUCRATIE FRANCOPHONE 


Les organismes franco-albertains, 
comme |’Association Canadienne-fran- 
aise de Alberta et Francophonie Jeunes- 
se de |’Alberta, représentent-ils le meil- 
leur intérét de cette communauté? D’un 
autre point de vue, sont-elles des associa- 
tions entrainées par le systeme bureaucra- 
tique et donc qui sont restreintes a vrai- 
ment promouvoir leur propres besoins? 

Avant de répondre 4 ces questions, il 
faut tout d’abord considérer quelques 

aspects de la communauté franco-alber- 
- taine. Premiérement, les communautés 
sont éparpillées 4 travers la province; 
nord-ouest, nord-est, centre et le sud. Ce 
fait exige beaucoup d’efforts de 
coordination et surtout de centralisation 
de la part des organismes. Par consé- 
quent, ils augmentent la difficulté 
d’exprimer les questions provinciales. 

Je pense plus particuliérement ala région 
de Riviére-la-Paix, relativement éloignée 
des grands centres urbains, qui a une 
variété d’inquiétudes et d’intéréts biens 
divergeants. De plus, les distances entre 
les communautés du nord-ouest disper- 
sées, les contraintes financiéres et la 
pénurie de bénévoles_ politiques 
accentuent le probléme de bien repré- 
senter les intéréts régionaux et provin- 
ciaux. On pourrait aussi attribuer ce 
phénoméne a la plupart des communau- 
tés francophones. 

Pour essayer de déterminer la valeur 
des organismes politiques francophones 
en Alberta, tentons d’expliquer pourquoi 
il y aurait un éveil de la culture franco- 
phone pendant ces derniers temps. Je 
parle de la vague de changement (du 
moins d’aprés mes observations) et qui 
jose dire, n’est pas éphémére. A mon 
avis, c’est un changement de mentalité. 

J’ai impression que c’est le début d’un 
éveil a la fierté culturelle. Par exemple, 
on pourrait plus concrétement caractéri- 
ser ces transformations par le mouve- 


ment des nouvelles écoles frangaises ho- 
mogénes. En quatre ou cing ans nous 
avons assisté a un “effet domino” qui 
commenca avec quelques écoles fran- 
¢aises dans les milieux urbains pour enfin 
s’étendre dans les communautés rurales. 
L’effet de ces nouvelles écoles dans une 
communauté ou dans une région est tout 
a fait remarquable. En particulier, je 
pense 4l’effet de l’école Héritage a Jean- 
Cété. Ces écoles rassemblent les gens 
d’une méme langue et leur font réaliserla 


richesse d’une culture presque anéantie...- 


On se demande immédiatement, 
pourquoi cet éveil soudain? Comment 
expliquer que des jeunes revendiquent, 
eux-mémes, auprés des parents, leurs 
droits 4 étudier en francais?

Un autre facteur a considérer 
pourrait étre attribué 4 une meilleure 
coopération et communication entre la 
communauté francophone et le gouver- 
nement ;provincial et le gouvernement 
fédéral. Finalement, considérons que les 
organismes politiques franco-albertains 
ont peut-étre atteint leurs objectifs, c’est- 
a-dire sensibiliser et mobiliser les franco- 
phones. 

A mon avis, ce sont des institutions 
stables, qui existent depuis le début des 
luttes politiques concernant la minorité 
francophone et qui représentent une base 
forte a-laquelle les francophones peuvent 
s*identifier. Admettons qu’a force de 
revendiquer et sensibiliser, par ces orga- 
nismes, les Franco-Albertains seraient en 
mesure de se prendre en main pour enfin 
jouir de leur culture et en étre fiers.

Etant donné les discussions récentes au sujet de la TPS au Parlement canadien La 
Presse /\Gt{v© vous présente un excellent exposé de la taxe encore débattue. 
Cet article a été écrit par notre nouveau chroniqueur politique.

En juin, 1987, le gouvernement fédéral annonga son intention de remplacer la taxe 
fédérale de vente par une autre. Lors du budget d’avril 1989 de Michael Wilson, la 
taxe sur les produits et services fut dévoilée. Depuis ce temps, tous les Canadiens 
se sont impliqués. dans un débat furieux a propos de la justesse de cette taxe 
controverséee. Qu’est-ce que la TPS? Est-ce qu’il y a d’autres solutions pour 
réduire notre énorme déficit? 

En 1984, quand les Conservateurs s’emparérent du pouvoir, le déficit annuel 
était de 38.3 milliards de dollars. En 1989, cette figure fut réduite 4 30.5 milliards 
de dollars. Néanmoins, ce chiffre fut encore trop énorme. Pour combattre ce 
probléme, le gouvernement proposa la TPS (qui fut réduite de neuf 4 sept pourcent 
le 19 décembre 1989). Le gouvernement espéra créer une économie forte et - 
concurrentielle et de réduire le déficit annuel de plus de quinze milliards de dollars 
en 1993-94. La TPS, en combinaison avec d’autres mesures, aidera le gouverne- 
ment a réaliser ses objectifs. : 

La TPS de sept pourcent sera appliquée a presque tous les produits et services 
offerts au Canada, incluant les repas au restaurant et les films. Il y a quelques 
produits et services qui seront taxés 4 zéro pourcent, notamment: les exportations, 
la plupart des produits agricoles et de la péche, les produits alimentaires de base, et 
les médicamments et appareils médicaux sur ordonnance. D’ailleurs, il y a plusieurs 
produits et services qui seront exonérés de la TPS complétement. Ce sont: la plupart 
des services d’enseignement, financiers, de garderie, d’aide juridique, de santé et 
dentaires, et les locations de logement a long terme. Méme les services de transport 
municipal seront exempts de la TPS. Le gouvernement estime que cette taxe causera 
une augmentation de 1.25 pourcent a l’indice des prix a la consommation. 

La TPS remplacera une taxe fédérale de vente invisible aux yeux des consom- 
mateurs de 13.5 pourcent, en place depuis 1924. La taxe fédérale de vente 
d’aujourd’hui (la taxe sur les produits manufacturier) est ajoutée 4 plusieurs 
produits. Alors avec son élimination et la création de la TPS, ceci se traduira par une 
réduction en taxes de 6.5 pourcent. Cependant, il y a de nombreux produits 
(exemple: la créme glacée) pour lesquels la TPM n’est pas appliquée aujourd’hui 
alors avec la TPS, ces produits cofiteront sept pourcent plus cher. Selon les . 
représentants du gouvernement, c’est le prix qui doit étre payé. : 

Plusieurs membres du public seront intéressés a |’information pour les petites 
entreprises. Premiérement, il est important de noter que les entreprises dont les 
ventes annuelles sont de $30 000 ou moins ne seront pas obligées d’administrer la 
taxe. Néanmoins, pour les entreprises auxquelles cette condition ne s applique pas, , 
silaTPS, qu’ils apercevront sur leurs ventes est supérieure a celle qu’ils payent sur 
leurs achats, ils seront obligés de remettre la différence au gouvernement. Dans le 
cas ou la TPS des ventes est inférieure a celle des achats, Ottawa remboursera la 
différence aux entreprises auxquelles ce scénario correspond. Le gouvernement est 
aussi préparé a payer un crédit de transition de 0.5 pourcent aux entreprises qui font 
$2 000 000 de revenu et moins par an. 

Un aspect intéressant de cette taxe est le crédit offert, une sorte de rembourse- 
ment. Les personnes Agées de 18 ans ou pluset les personnes plus jeunes mais mariés 
qui gagnent $30 000 ou moins seront éligibles pour recevoir ce crédit. Chaque 
adulte recevra $190 et chaque enfant recevra $100 tous les trois mois. Un parent 
célibataire pourra recevoir un crédit de $190 pour un enfant a charge. 

Avec tous ces faits, les partis de l’ opposition ne sont pas d’accord avec la taxe. 
Les Libéraux et le NPD sont d’accord que la TPS est une taxe régressive, c’est-a- 
dire qu’elle va punir les gens de la classe ouvriére. Aussi, les deux partis trouvent 
que la comptabilité pour les entreprises va étre trés longue et compliquée. Un porte 
parole des Libéraux en Alberta trouve que le gouvernement n’a pas recu le mandat 
du peuple pour implanter la TPS puisque la derniére élection fut dominée par le sujet 
du libre échange. Mike Moroz, assistant éxecutif de Ross Harvey (deputé Néo- 
Democrate d’Edmonton-Est) propose une réforme des taxes plus vaste oi les 
corporations seront obligées de payer une taxe minimum. 

Le débat continue encore aujourd’ hui. Les sénateurs libéraux essayent d’arréter 
le projet de loi de la TPS. Les gouvernement provinciaux de |’Alberta, de la 
Colombie Britannique et de |’Ontario ont annoncé leur intention de prendre le 
gouvernement fédéral de cours pour régler la controverse. Est-ce que le Canada va 
joindre les quarante-huit autres pays du monde qui ont déja une taxe semblable a la 
TPS ou est-ce que ce projet de loi va étre arrété au Sénat. A suivre les prochaines 
semaines ... :
